CONTINUE WINTER FEEDING. 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly 

Irish Times, the Poultry Correspondent 

Says :-— 

Now we are into winter weather, though in 
sight of spring, and the cold winds and 
freezing rain are beginning to make the 
hens change their tune, so, instead of re- 
ducing the feeding, we must now increase 
it, and continue winter rations for some 
time yet. It is impossible, when we have 
such unseasonable changes occurring, to 
change the feeding according to rule, we 
cannot begin winter rations upon a given 
date and keep right on with them until 
winter should e calender) 
cease. Neithe beanna to 
feed the mash heated to "Wie same degree 
from the beginning to fhe end of the 
nominal winter, Soon spring should com- 
mence, and we should he eliminating 
from the diet all winter stimulants, such 
as meat, and also be changing the 
character of the food from hot’ mash to 
grain; but if the present cold, wet 
weather continues it would be foolish to 
do this, for if we are to make any profit 
on egg production we must keep up the 
supply.

The third, fourth and fifth counts in the 
summons admittedly disclose offences known 
to the law, but, to bring them within the 
jurisdiction of the Tribunal. it is neces- 
sary that an Executive Minister should 
certify, in writing, that, to the best of his 
belief, the act constituting each such 
offence was done with the object of im- 
pairing or impeding the machinery of 
government or the administration of jus- 
tice. The summon; does not state that 
any such certificate was given, and, there- 
fore, does not show jurisdiction on its face. 
These facts being admitted, counsel for 
Eoin O'Duffy contend that a prohibition 
should issue. Counsel for the Attorney- 
General contend (1) that the form of the 
summons is a matter of procedure, :nd, as 
such, is not a subject of prohibition, and, 
alternatively, (2) that it is not essential ‘to 
the validity of the summons that it should 
aver the performance of a condition prece- 
dent to the jurisdiction of the Tribunal. 

Having quoted decisions on analogous 
points, r. Justice Sullivan said—In the 
present case we are dealing with a 
Tribunal exercising a special limited juris- 
diction. It has elected to formulate, in 
writing, the charges upon which it intends 
to adjudicate, even in the absence of the 
accused. To found jurisdiction there must 
be a proper charge—that is, a charge within 
the jurisdiction of the Tribunal—and, in 
my opinion, where the charge is formulated 
in writing the jurisdiction must appear on 
the face of the p ings. The summons 
in the present case: does not show on its 
face that the Tribunal has any jurisdiction 
to entertain the third, fourth or fifth 
charges set forth in the summons. I am, 
therefore, of opinion that the cause 
shown by the Attorney-General should be 
disallowed so far as the third, fourth and 
fifth charges are concerned, and the Con- 
ditional Order of Prohibition in respect of 
those charges should be made absolute.

17) Amendment Act, 1931; its jurisdiction, 
aud the offences with which it was empowered 
to. deal, including “ any offence whatsoever 
in respect of which an Executive Minister 
certifies in writing under his hand that, to 
the best of his belief, the act constituting 
the offence was done with the object of -im- 
pairing or impeding the machinery of goyern- 
ment or the administration of justice.” As 


expressly confined to the offences so speci- 
fied, it would seem that the Tribunal was a 
Court of limited jurisdiction, and, as such, a 
Court to which prohibition would lie. It had 
been contended that that was not so, and 
that the Legislature intended that it should

IMPORTANCE.” 


Mr. Justice Hanna in his jadgment said :— 
The main contention of the Attorney-General 
during the course of the argument was that. 
the Military Tribunal was, rt from any 
statutory protection, a Superior Court with 
co-ordinate or superior jurisdiction to that of 
the High Ccurt, and accordingly not liable 
to be prohibited for any reason. This was a 
matter of much public importance. ‘the 
Tribunal, though, in fact, a Tribunal con- 
sisting exclusively of officers of the defence 
forces of Saorstat Eireann, is not a Military 
Tribunal so-called under the Constitution.

He went on to say that the Attorney- 
General had claimed the Tribunal’s indepeu- 
dence from prohibition on several grounds— 
(1) that the paramount ‘authority and powers 
given to the Tribunal under the Act and the 
y implication 4 
superior court beyond control; (2) that, be; 
part of the Constitution and a constitutiona 
court, it cannot be interfered with; (3) that 
the provisions of Clauses 5 (4) and 6 (4) of 
the Article prevent any restraint upon its 
orders or acts. Proceeding, he said :—‘* The 
Attorney-General s claim amounted tc this-— 
that the Legislature in time of peace had 
put into the power of this uncontrolled 
Iribunal in respece of the acts and offenves 
mentioned in the Article of the Constitution 
a more extensive armoury than that of martial 
law as used only in time of war or armed 
rebellion against the enemies of the State, 
leaving the only remedy of the citizen to be 
in respect of punishment, and that merely to 
the clemency of the political executive. This 
claim ‘s undoubtedly unprecedented 
flagrantly extreme. Jt 1s alleged to be founded 
on this Article of the Constitution inserted 
some years ago hy the Legislature, the con- 
sideration of the terms of which now comes 
for the first time before the full Court, and 
demands - very careful scrutiny. Apart from 
this particular case, it is a question of far- 
reaching public importance. 

“- No one can question that the Legislature 
is entitled, when it considers that there exists 
a sufficient degree of necessity, to resort to 
measures more drastic in character than are 
ordinarily employed or justified for the pro- 
tection of the public against unlawful acts ; 
but such measures, when placed in the hands 
of the military, still belong to the field ot 
civil law, and as such its exercise through 
military tribunals so-called should oe 
governed by the same fundamental prin- 
ciples of constitutional right that apply 
when the powers of the State are 
exercised without the employment of the 
armed forces of the State. The con- 
stitutional rights of the citizen are not 
absolute im. character in the sense that they 
cannot be limited or their exercise  con- 
trolled, where, in the interests of the com- 
munity or of the State, this is deemed 
necessary. The Sta.e, whatever the origin 
or form of its governmental organisation, 
possesses the power in all cases of need to 
subordinate private rights to public necessi- 
ties. Article 1 (2) gives any Executive 
Council, which in all cases is necessarily a 
political body, the power to make an order 
and to keep it in force until they again 
deem it expedient to withdraw it. But it 
places it outside the control of the Courts 
to decide whether it is expedient or not. 


MARTIAL LAW. 


It, in fact, creates a kind of intermittent | 


martial law, cloaked under the harmless 
name of a “constitutional amendment.’’ 
Martial law as such can only be enforced 
when, in fact, a state of war or armed 
rebellion exists. 

The Tribunal which exercises these 
judicial powets, including the power to sen- 
tence to death, is composed of officers of 
the Defence Forces. The acting Tribunal 
consists of three. members, of which a 
majority of two can give a binding decision. 
They are not judg.s under the Constitution. 
They are appointed and removable on the 
advice of the Executive Council. The re- 
muneration is fixed by the Minister for 
Finance, a member of the Executive Council. 
The deliberations of their Court may be held 
in private, and the public may be excluded 
therefrom. These are the incidents directly 
contrary to the Articles of the Constitution, 
64 to 69, by which the judiciary and the 
public Courts of Law are established. The 
constitutional judges take a solemn oath on 
appointment to administer justice according 
to the law of the land and the Constitution. 
They must sit in public Courts, and their 
removal from office is independent of the 
Executive Council, and can ia effected only 
by a decision of both Houses for stated 
misconduct or incapacity and their re- 
muneration on appointment is not .to be 
diminished during the continuance of their 
office. These are the safeguards given, 
as generations of history have taught that 
the surest protection for the people against 
an arbitrary Executive is an independent 
judiciary. - 


NO EXPERIENCE OF LAW. 


As to trials by the Tribunal of offences 
which are within their jurisdiction, there is 
no provision that they are to be conducted 
according to law. This would be impossible 
with a lay Tribunal. There is no legal 
member provided for the Court, nor have 
they any legal advice or Judge Advocate 
allocated to them by the Article. Their deci- 
sion, involving as it may, life, liberty or 
property, is that of three (possibly two) 
laymen without any knowledge of criminal 
or other law, and no knowledge or experi- 
ence of the laws of evidence according to the 
common law. Are they any more than three 


jurymen doing their best to decide fairly. 


between the prosecution, which is always in 
the hands of able and experienced counsel, 
and, on the other side, the accused person, 
who are frequently uneducated and unde- 
fended peasants. There is no provision for 
giving the accused person legal assistance. 
Any judge of experience and knowledge 
recognises the difficulty of holding the balance 
in such cases. These provisions blot out of 
the Constitution, with reference to the 
offences in the Article, the rights as to legal 
trial preserved by Article 70 of the Constitu- 
tion, which enacts that no one shall be tried 
save in due course of law, and that extra- 
ordinary Courts shall not be established and 
the jurisdiction of Military ‘Tribunal shall 
not he extended or exercised over the civil 
population save in time of war, and also the 
provision of Article 72. that no person shall 
be triel on any criminal charge without a 
jury. 


MOST TECHNICAL. 


Those who have no legal experience or 
httle experience think that criminal law and 
the law of evidence as to criminal offences is 
simple and clear, whereas, in fact, they are 
most technical and difficult. It 1s no answer 
to say that there is a power in the Executive 
Council to remit or modify the Tribunal’s 
sentence. 1 do not know whether they would 
have before them the evidence as given in 
the court as it would. be before the Court of 
Criminal Appeal, and even if they had, the 
Minister for Justice of some future Govern- 
ment might be, like his colleagues, a civilan 
even less able than the Tribunal to give as- 
sistance on the matter. They could hardly 
reter any appeal to the Minister who gave 
the certificate for trial by the 'Iribunal or to 
the Attorney-General who prosecuted. Hav- 
ing regard also to the control exercised by 


| the political Executive over the appointment, 


removal and remuneration of the members 
of the Tribunal, the powers of any Minister 
to give a certificate to have any evidence 
tried before the Tribunal and the powers of 
the Executive over sentence and the orders of 
the Tribunal, it is very easy for such a Court 
to become Executive rather than Judicial. 


UNLIMITED POWERS. 


Undoubtedly this Tribunal has great powers, 
especially in respect to sentence within its 
jurisdiction—powers beyond those of a Con- 
stitutional Court in the State. For example, 
there is no limit upon its sentence, either to 
length of imprisonment or as to any of the 
cases in which it could give sentence of death; 
and it could in any case, if it thought ex- 
pedient or necessary, deport or flog convicted 
persons, or order the forfeiture or destruction 
of their property. 

This was admitted by the Attorney-General, 
Their sentence may be carried out by the 
military or the civil authorities. They may 
order an execution by the military, and they 
could order it to be in public or in private. 
There is no control whatever over them in 
that respect, and no Coroner's inquest can be 
held on the bodies of those executed by their 
order. It is clear that the jurisdiction of the 
Tribunal is confined to the s.x offences out- 
side the schedule and those named in the 
schedule. | 

It undoubtedly has absolute and unheard 
of powers within its own jurisdiction, but, as 
1 have indicated, it fails to be a superior Court 
when it comes to the test of limited jurisdic- 
tion, as it has no jurisdiction beyond that 
fixed by the Legislature.

CONTRARY TO LAW, 


It was admitted in po that they had 
no power to order the arrest of oe ar 
charged. The Attorney-General may have 
power to have the persons whom he aoe 
arrested and brought before the Tribunal by 
the Executive forces. The document of 
December 22nd says that if Eoin O'Duffy does 
not appear the Tribunal will with the 
hearing of the charges—that is, they will try 
the accused man in his absence. This is con- 
trary to the common law, and if they have no 

rocedure they cannot leave themselves at 

rge to act in any particular case as they like, 
contrary to the common law. Jt may be that 
they do not know the law. Then it is as 
clearly contrary to natural justice to try a 
man unheard and in his absence, particularly 
when the Act contemplates that he shall be 
brought before them for his trial. It would 
seem to be reduced to this—that if the proper 
authorities cannot arrest the person charged 
and bring him before the Tribunal, then it is 
impossible for them to try him. 

‘he first two counts are with reference to 
the accused man being a member of two 
separate unlawful associations at successive 
periods, these being offences under Section 20, 
made triable by the Tribunal under Clause 6 
of the appendix. The chargés set out in 
counts 3, 4 and 5 are offences under Clause 7 
of the appendix, in respect of which a certifi- 
cate of the Executive Minister was alleged to 
have been given, With reference to the first 
count, while the accused man is charged with 
being a member of the Blue Shirts between 
December 8th and 17th, the Order issued by 
the Executive Council under Section 19 (2) 
declaring the Blue Shirts an unlawful asso- 
ciation was not publis#ed in frí Oifigiul 
until December 12th, although the order itself 
is dated December 8th. 


AN ESSENTIAL INGREDIEN 1 


The certificate of the Executive Minister is 
an essential ingredient—in fact the funda- 
mental ingredient—of the jurisdiction of the 
Tribunal to try in this case the charges of 
sedition, incitement to murder, or attempted 
incitement to murder. Accordingly, as the 
charges stand, in my opinion, the Tribunal 
would have no jurisdiction over them. 

Mr. Justice Hanna concluded—The result 
of my judgment, therefore, is :— 

(1) That the Constitution (Special Powers) 
Tribunal is an inferior Court of limited juris- 
diction within the control of the High Court, 
and that prohibition will lie to keep it within 
its statutory and constitutional jurisdiction. 

(2) That Clause 6 (4) prohibiting any 
restraint upon or interference with the pro- 
ceedings of the Tribunal is limited to acts 
done in the execution of its legitimate powers 

(5) That the Tribunal, being an inferior 
Court of limited jurisdiction constituted by 
the Legislature, has no inherent. jurisdiction 
and no jurisdiction other than what is given 
to it expressly by Statute or by the common 
law, be that the Tribunal has no authority 
to issue an Order in the nature of a summons 
to a person charged by the Attorney-General 
with offences on the charge sheet triable by 
the Tribunal; that, therefore, the Order of 
December 22nd, 1933, directed to the accused 
in this case 3s invalid and of no effect. 

(4) That, for the reasons I have stated in 
my judgment, the sealed Order of December 
22nd, 1933, obtains no protection from the 
provisions of Section 5 (4) that any Order 
made by the Tribunal is to be deemed to 
have been made by a Court of competent 
jurisdiction, inasmuch as it is not an Order 
within their statutory powers, and is an 
Order purporting. to give themselves juris- 
diction. 

(5) That the counts on the charge sheet 
numbered 1 and 2, with reference to the 
accused being a member of two unlawful 
associations, are both offences within the 
jurisdiction of the Tribunal if the accused 

brought properly before them, or if he 
appears end submits to the jurisdiction. 

(6) That the counts for sedition, incitement 
to murder, and attempting incitement to 
murder, as set out on the charge sheet, are 
not within the jurisdiction of the Tribunal, 
and are offences for which 


stitution. 

(7) That the certificate of the Minister under 
Section 7, which gives the foundation of the 
jurisdiction of the Tribunal to try charges 
, 4 and 5, purporting to certify the neces- 
sary ingredients of the offences to make it 
triable by the Tribunal, is void for uncer- 
tainty and duplicity and of no effect, 

Accordingly, my opinion is that the motion 
of the Attorney-General to set aside the condi- 
tional order should be dismissed, with costs, 
and the conditional order made absolute im 
respect of all the matters and offences referred 
to in the charge shevt. 


MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.

TRIBUNAL JURISDICTION 
LIMITED. 


Mr. Justice O’Byrne, having considered the 
nature and object of srobibition, and the 
meaning, in authorities, of the term inferwr 
court, turned to Article 2A of the Constitu- 
tion for the purpose of ascertaining what was 
the jurisdiction of the Constitution (Special 
Powers) Tribunal. It was only necessary, he 
said, to refer to the appendix to that Article 
for the purpose of seeing how strictly hmited 
that jurisdiction was. He was, accordingly, 
of opinion that the Tribunal was an inferior 
court for the purpose of prohibition. It was 
true that within the limits of its jurisdiction 
the Tribunal had extensive, and possibly un- 
precedented, powers. Strong reliance was 
placed by the Attorney-General on the exten- 
sive and drastic nature of these powers, in 
support of ais proposition that the Tribunal 
was not an inferior court. ‘‘In my opinion,” 
said Mr. Justice O’Byrne, “this argument 
is based upon a misconception of the mean- 
ing of the term. That the jurisdiction of the 
Tribunal is limited, and strictly limited, 
cannot be questioned or denied, and that it 
is, accordingly, subject to prohibition seems 
to me to be established by the clearest 
authority. The extensive and drastic nature 
of the ;owers of the T¥ibunal within the 
limits of its jurisdiction, so far from being 
an argument in favour of the proposition that 
the Tribunal is not subject to prohibition, 
seems to me the clearest reason why this 
Court should restrict it to the clear limits 
of its jurisdiction, and thereby prevent 11 
from using such powers in cases not com- 
mitted to it by the Oireachtas.’’ 


PROHIBITION. 


The Attorney-General, continued Mr 
Justice O’ Byrne, also contended that prohibi- 
tion had been expressly taken away by the 
terms of the Article, and he relied, in part: 
cular, upon Clause 6 (5). It was argued that 
the effect of the words “the Tribunal shall 
not be restrained or interfered with... . by 
any Court’’ was to take away prohibition. 
If these were the only words in the 
clause, there would be great force in the 
arguments; but some effect must be given to 
what appeared to him to be the governin: 
words of the clause—namely, “in the exeeuv- 
tion of its jurisdiction or powers under this 
Article.” These words, in his opinion, 
governed the operation of the clause, and 
limit it to cases in which the Tribunal was 
acting in the execution of the jurisdiction or 
powers conferred upon it by the Article. 
Accordingly, in his opinion, the clause could 
vot be held to dpply in cases where the 
‘Tribunal was acting outside the limits of its 
jurisdiction, He was, therefore, of opinion 
that prohibition lay to the Tribunal, and it, 
therefore, became necessary to consider 
whether prohibition should issue in the present 
case. Having quuted the document served 
on General QO’ Duffy summoning him to. the 
Tribunal, Mr. Justice O'Byrne’ said. the 
grounds on whieh the conditional order was 
seught and obtained were :—(1) that the first 
and second counts, membership of alleged 
illegal organisations, dil not charge any 
offence oc crime known to the law; (2) that 
the Tribunal had no jurisdiction to hear and 
determire any .of the charges; and (3) that 
the orde: in the document was mide without, 
and in excess of, jurisdiction. This last 
ground seemed to depend on the other two. 
So far as the charges contained in the first 
and second counts were concerned, they were 
exactly in the same position, and the same 
principles applied to them. The parti- 
culars in each case referred to certain 
specified dates between which it was 
alle that General O'Duffy was a 
member of such unlawful associations.

POWER TO TRY. 


He was of opinion that there was no good 
reason for limiting the operation of Clause 
20 in the manner contended for bv counsel 
on behalf of the prosecutor. Clause 20 seemed 
to have been intended to create the offence 
of being a member of an unlawful associa- 
tion, and. where, as in this case, the alleged 
offence was committed at a time when the 
article was in full force he was of opinion 
that the Legislature intended that the 
Tribunal should have power to try, and if 
necessary inflict punishment for, such offence. 
Under Clause 19 (2). of the article the Execu- 
tive il has power bv order to declare 
that any specified association is an unlawful 
association, and it was suggested that the 
Oireachtas intended that there shonld he a 
period of grace after the making of the 
order to enable- members of such an organisa- 
tion to. leave it, and thereby comply with 
the law. The article was ingerted in the 
Constitution for the purpose of safeguarding 
the rights of the people and dealing with 
a prevalence of disorder. He was of opinion 
that Clause 20 cannot fairly or reasonably 
be restricted to cases in which the person 
charged is a member of an unjawful associa- 
tion at the time of the proceedings. He “was, 
therefore. of opinion that the first and second 
counts charge offences known to the Jaw 
and within the jurisdiction of the Tribunal. 
The third, fourth and fifth counts may he 
taken together. The contention on the pro- 
secutor proceeds upon the basis that these 
counts do charge offenres known to the 
criminal law, but the prosecutor sulmits that 
these offences are not within the jurisdiction 
vf the Tribunal. Dealing with the question 
as to whether an Executive Minister had 
given such a certificate as was conteniplated 
by the article, the point was that, having 
regard to the procedure adopted by the 
Attorney-General, the certificate was not ad- 
missible in evidence in these proceedings. He 
was of opinion that this contention was well 
founded, and that no satisfactory answer had 
been given by the Attorney-General. He must, 
therefore, proceed with the case on the basis 
that no such certificate was in evidence 
before them. The Minister’s certificate pur- 
ported to bear the same date, but there was 
nothing to show that it was. given before 
the Tribunal issued the summons and order. 


OUTSIDE THE JURISDICTION 


Mr: Justice O'Byrne said that he was of 
opinion that he was bound to hold that the 
Sanne set out in the third, fourth and fifth 
counts were not within the jurisdiction of 
the Tribunal. The Attorney-General, how- 
ever, relied upon Clause 5 (4) of the article, 
which provided for the provision of an official 
seal for the Tribunal, and that every docu- 
ment sealed by it should be received in evi- 
dence in all courts without further proct, 
and be deemed to be an order made by 
the Tribunal with competent jurisdiction. 
The Attorney-General contended that 
whenever the Tribunal made an order under 
its seal its jurisdiction could never be chal- 
lenged, and: that if the Tribunal made an 
order under seal purporting to dissolve a 
marriage or tc admit a will to probate, the 
High Court, oí any other Court, before such 
rr was produced in evidence, would be 
bound to hold that the order was made with 
competent jurisdiction. “ Í am _ not satis- 
fied,' Mr. Justice O’Byrne said, “' that the 
Legislature ever intended that the sub- 
section should have such startling and far- 
reaching consequences, and in my opinion no 
such construction should be placed on it aí 
it is reasonably capable of a more rational 
meaning.” He said he was of opinion that 
the sub-section was introduced for the pur- 
ose of providing that where an order of the 
hall ous produced, which was regular in 


form and showed jurisdiction on its face, it | 


was to be accepted without further evidence 
as having been made with competent Juris- 
diction. 

Mr. Justice O'byrne went on to say that 
the order of the 22nd December purported 
to order the prosecutor to appear before the 
Tribunal to answer certa.n charges, includ- 
ing those set out in the third, fourth and 
fifth counts. In the absence of a certificate 
by an Executive Minister the Tribunal had 
no jurisdiction to entertain such Si or 
to order the prosecutor to appear before 
them for the purpose of answering the 
charges., He was, therefore, of opinion that 
the cause shown should be disallowed and 
the conditional order discharged as regards 
the charges mentioned in the first and 
second counts of the summons, and that as 
regards the remaining charges the cause 
shown should be disallowed and the con- 
ditional order made absolute. 

Mr. Costello asked about the costs of the 
proceedings. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan—We have considered 
that, and we will allow each party to bear 
his own costs. 

Mr. Costello—On the question of the first 
two counts in the summons, 1 ask for a stay 
on the order discharging the conditional 
order for one week, to consider bringing that 
to the Supreme Court; and, in case we de- 
cide to appeal, 1 ask to have the order con- 
tinued until the hearing of the appeal. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan—That is an unusual! 
proceeding. 

Mr. Costello agreed that that was so, but 
said that prior to the Free State an appeal 
would not have lain, but under the Con- 
stitution an appeal lies. 

The Attorney-General said he would under- 
take not to take anv step in the matter 
for a week and that a stay was not neces- 
gary.

Tw Consolidated Fund Bill enabled the

Mr: J. Beattie (Labour) said the labour 
services as a whole were not giving the 
assistance that was necessary to tide over 
the difficult period that the working class in 
Northern Ireland had to face. He gave 
instances of what he declared were grave in- 
justices in regard to widows’ pensiovs, There 
were, he said, many border line cases, which 
the promoters of the Act never contemplated 
would be excluded, which were reiused 
pensions.

‘There is no doubt, he added, that the Bel- 
fast man is treated to-day in Great Britam 
in the same way as a Corkman or herryman. 

Major McCormack (U.) said that it was 
gratifying to know that Northern ireland 
finance would finish the year on the right 
side, due to the economies which had been 
introduced. ' 

The Ministér of Agriculture (Sir Basil 
Brooke), referring to a proposal for establish- 
ing a new bacon factory in Northern Ireland, 
said that this vear Northern Ireland was ex- 
porting 100,000 pigs to Great Britain. To 
establish a factory to cure bacon by the 
Wiltshire method would require a unit of a 
thousand pigs per week, so the present 
supply of pigs could provide for two 
such factories. It was in the interest 
of employment that as many pigs as 
possible should be cured here, and the 
Ministry would give every encouragement to 
the establishment of a bacon-curing factory 
of this kind, which would not interfere with 
the roll bacon trade. 

Among other subjects discussed were pro- 
posals to establish wages’ boards for agri- 
cultural labourers, Free State housing 
schemes, and grants for the building of 
toman Catholic schools; after which the 
bill was passed through all its remaining 
stages, and the House adjourned until to- 
morrow. 


EXTENSION OF NORTHERN 
ELECTRICITY GRID, 


An official announcement was made by the 
Electricity Board of Northern Ireland that 
they are shortly to take over ten local elec- 
tricity undertakings in the towns of Ballyna- 
hinch, Banbrdge, (Castlewellan, Cookstown, 
Kilkeel, Newcastle, Portadown, Rathfriland, 
Tandragee, and Warrenpoint, involving 35,300 
consumers. 

The total local undertakings acquired by 
the Board is now 25, and, in addition, they 
have private supplies in 22 other districts. 
It is expected that about 30 additional towns 
and villages will be connected with the 
Board’s supply during this year.

The Indian Constitution. 


Firm measures appear to have produced 
wholesome results in Bengal, India’s chief 
centre of disorder. According to a state- 
ment in the Legislative Assembly at New 
Delhi, the presence of troops at Chittagong 
and Midnapore hz; served to overawe the 
terrorists and to restore confidence among 
the people. Outrages are still too 
frequent, but they are not daily occur- 
rences, as they were until recently. The 
terrorists have been taught that force will 
not gain their ends against a resolute 
Government, equipped with a well- 
disciplined army; their organisation has 
been broken and scattered, and even their 
power to work underground is crippled by 
the Government's elaborate and successful 
system of secret service. A week 
or two ago, when the anti-terrorist 
measures came before the province’s Legis- 
lative Council, a number of amendments, 
designed to limit the operation of these 
measures to five years, was introduced. All 
were defeated by a large majority; for 
Bengal has learned the danger of any show 
of weakness, and knows now that perpetual 
vigilance is the price of order and safety. 
Weak counsels in the past permitted the 
growth of a _ reign of terror which 
threatened British dominion primarily in 
Bengal, but also in the whole of India. 
The folly of vacillation has been proved by 
bitter experience, in the shape of numerous 
assassinations and wholesale destruction 
of property. 

Left to itself, the Government of India 
could keep admirable order in the 
Dependency ; but its efforts are hampered 
sorely by the politicians at home. 
At the moment when the  swarajist 
campaign had been brought ander the 
‘control of a resolute administration at 
New Delhi, Mr. Ramsay Macdonald and 
his lieutenants elected to bring forward 
their proposals for a new Indian Constitu- 
tion—the notorious White Paper. This 
curiously inept document proposes to give 
India virtually complete independence at 
a bound. Doubtless, the British Govern- 
ment hoped that it would be accepted 
thankfully as a solution of the Indian 
problem, alike in Britain and in India; 
but the hope has been disappointed. The 
White Paper has been public for just over 
a year, and the number of its enemies is 
increasing every day. Only the fear that 
an irreparable split would be created in 
the National Government has withheld the 
Conservative Party from open mutiny ; but 
the party will give voice to its opinion at 
next week’s meeting of its Central Council. 
Whether the National Government. will 
yield to the clamour of its chief supporters 
remains to. be seen; but there is no doubt 
that, if it perseveres with the White Paper 
scheme, it will forfeit the prestige and 
popularity which it has enjoyed hitherto 
throughout Great Britain. _ 

Even greater alarm has been created in 
India by the White Paper proposals. 
Anglo-Indians are threatened with the 
loss of their homes and livelihood. 
The native princes foresee the final 
destruction of their sovereignty, not only 
by the forms of democracy, but by 
the seeping of agitators and other 
malcontents from British India. Even 
the Hindu Nationalists are dissatisfied 
with the White Paper; for, while 
it gives them a far greater degree of 
autonomy than they ever could have 
expected, it withholds a few essential 
services for the personal direction of the 
Viceroy, and therein fall short of their 
desire. No section of the Dependency, 
however, is so fearful of the new Constitu- 
tion as are the religious and racial 
minorities, who know that only British 
rule saves them from massacre and serfdom 
at the hands of the majority. 
Indian Government,” said Sir Philip 
Chetwode, the Commander-in-Chief in 
India, this week, “‘ has to see, with the 
help of the Army, that people do not get 
at one another's throats,” Under the 
proposed Constitution the Indian Army 
will remain to keep order in the Depen- 
dency; but inevitably British prestige 
must be lowered, the native will become 
paramount, and India will revert to chaos. 


Free State Accounts. 


Illuminating information concerning the 
losses sustained in the Free State through 
the incidence of the “economic war ” is 
contained in the Auditor-General’s report on 
the Appropriation Accounts for 1932-1933. 
In August, 1932, Ddil Éireann, voted an 
Emergency Fund grant-in-aid of £2,000,000 
in order to enable the Government to help 
the producers to weather the storm of 
Britain's tariffs; and Mr. McGrath's 


‘report deals in detail with the way in 


which some of this money was spent. A 
Markets Advisory Committee was formed 
to investigate the chances of Free State 
trade with continental countries. This

body was empowered to send trial consign- 
ménts of Free State cattle, sheep, eggs 
and poultry to the Continent in the hope 
to establish alternative markets there; 
but it seems that its efforts did not meet 
with much success, Up to July of last 
year the Committee had spent £8,529 11s. 
Od. as against receipts of £7,302 12s. 11d. 
The Auditor-General is concerned about 


one consignment of Free State poultry . 


which was scut for sale in Paris, The 
birds were alive, and it seems that they 
were sold in Antwerp, since, apparently, 
the formality of an import licence 
from the French authorities had been 
overlooked. Again, a batch of sheep that 
had been destined for France was re-sold 
in Dublin, and here again Mr. McGrath 
is inclined to be inquisitive. The most 
flagrant case of muddled economics, how- 
ever, is provided by the butter marketing 
scheme, which has resulted in a net loss 
to the State of £137,907. It seems that, in 
order to help the farmers, the Dairy Dis- 
posals Board, on behalf of the Ministry 
for Agriculture, bought 49,663 hundred- 


‘weights of butter at a cost of £339,499. 


Expenses, including the cost of the British 
import duties, involved a further outlay 
of £39,479, while sales brought in 
£243,071. The final result of this 
transaction was a net loss on every 
hundredweight of 55s. 7d., which, of 
course, must be borne by the general 
taxpayer, An imteresting sidelight also 
is thrown on the Free State Government's 
attempts to foster the kelp industry in the 
Irish-speaking areas. The native Gaels 
may be simple folk; but in matters of 
finance they seem to be pretty wide awake. 
The Auditor-General tells us that the 
lowest price for the hire of a man with a 
cart in certain parts of the Gaeltacht is 
£1 a day, while cther workers demand at 
least ten shillings a day. In other Gaelic- 
speaking districts the charge for a man 
and a boat is £1 a day. Clearly, continued 
expenditure on this scale is out of the 
question, and the taxpayers will welcome 
the Auditor-General’s reference to the 
subject.

Motorists and Doctors. 


_ In England to-day doctors and hospitals 
treat thousands of persons who have been 
injured on the roads, and in a large 
number of cases they get no compensation. 
There is a good prospect that this very real 
grievance may be removed by the Govern- 
ment’s forthcoming measures for the 
greater safety of road traffic. On Tuesday a 
deputation put a strong case for such relief 
before Mr. Oliver Stanley, the Minister 
of Transport. The position, indeed, has 
become almost intolerable. Members of the 
deputation testified that doctors actually 
had moved away from houses at busy cross- 
roads because they were being summoned 
to motor accidents at all hours of the day 
and night. Often they received no pay- 
ment, and sometimes not even thanks. 
Lord Moynihan said that one medical 
practitioner, whom he knew, had attended 
more than one hundred road accidents, and 
had not received a penny. It seems that 
meanness or carelessness is not wholly 
responsible for such neglect of an urgent 
obligation. Motorists often hesitate to 
make any payment to a medical man on the 
ground that it may be construed as an 
admission of liability. Hospitals suffer the 
same cavalier treatment, although half the 
beds at many cottage hospitals are filled by 
road accident cases—with the result that 
local subscriptions have diminished, Mr. 
Stanley was sympathetic with the doctors’ 
grievance. He said that the title of the 
Government's bill would be drawn so 
widely that the deputation’s object could 
be sought by amendments ; and that, since 
no charge on State funds was suggested, 
there would be no difficulty over a financial 
resolution. Clearly, the medical and 
hospital fees resulting from road accidents 
ought to be met by the whole body of 
motorists, which is represented by more 
than 2,000,000 driving licences. At a cost 
of two shillings a year—less than a half- 
penny a week—to every motorist, a 12s. 6d. 
fee could be guarantéed to the doctors, and 
the hospitals also could be paid for 
emergency treatment. 


Crime in the United States. 


Americas new crusade against the 
gangster appears, from the comparative 
paucity of outrages recorded within recent 
months, to be attaining some success ; but 
she is confronted by a formidable enemy. 
According to the latest statistics of crime, 
an average of 12,000 murders is committed 
annually in the United States; there are 
3,000 kidnappings, including threats and 
unsuccessful attempts; there are 50,000 
robberies and 100,000 cases of assault. 
The national bill of costs, as a result of 
criminal activities, exceeds £2,600,000,000, 
which includes the actual damage and the 
cost of prevention and punishment. It is 
not surprising that the eradication of the 
gangster proves to be difficult. Dufring 
this week the Federal Attorney-General 


informed the Senate Judiciary Committee | 


that more people were bearing arms in the 
American underworld than in the Army 
and Navy. He supported his startling 
allegation by official photographs oí 
gangsters’ arsenals, which for completeness 
and size easily surpass the largest 
“dump ” ever discovered in this country. 
They are beautifully fitted up, with ac- 
commodation not only for rifles, revolvers, 
gas bombs and machine-guns, but also'for 
such tools of the gangster’s trade as 
policemen’s uniforms and ‘ dummy ”’ 


registration plates for motor cars. Crime, | 


indeed, can be reckoned among the staple 
industries of America, Probably the pass- 
ing of Prohibition has robbed it of some 
of its allurement ; but the habit of lawless- 
ness, which has become second nature to so 
many people in the great cities, will be 
eradicated slowly and at a heavy cost.

NEW DELHI MEMORIAL TO 
LAST VICEROY.

.  _ NEW DELHI, Wednesday. 


. The services of Lord Irwin (now Lord 
Halifax) to India were commemorated here 
to-day, when the Viceroy, Lord Willingdon, 
pressed a button and simultaneously un- 
veiled a statue in white stone and a por- 
trait of the ex-Viceroy. 

The ceremony was witnessed by a distin- 
ua gathering. In the absence of the 

faharajah of Bikaner, Chairman of the 
Memorial Committee, the Nawab Bahadur, 
Sir A. A. Ghuznavi, member of the Execu- 
tive Council of the Government of Bengal, 
explained that the statue had been built at 
the suggestion of the King by the London 
sculptor, Mr. Reid Dick, R.A., at a cost of 
£3,500. The design for the pedestal was 
executed by Sir Edwin Lutyens, R.A. It 
stands on a spot adjoining the Secretariat. 
The portrait cost £700, and was painted by 
Captain Oswald Birley. It shows Lord 
Irwin in Council, and hangs in the Council 
House library. ‘

In reality no basis for comparison exists. 
If the £30,000,000 due annually by Britain

When so much publicity was being given in 
the Press to the names of subscribers to the 
recent. National Loan, it was noticeable that 
some of the largest subscribers were En lish 
firms. Money will have to be sent out of the 
country in payment of interest to these firms, 
Are these payments to England going to 
cripple us in the same way that payment of 
annuities to Britain are said to cripple us, 
and, if so, what is the Government s posi 
tion! Let us hope thay the money that has 
been so raised will be exchanged for assets 
as sound as Irish land. It is, rhaps, a 
vain hope. The difference between land 
annuities and war debts will be even more 
readily appreciated if a parallel be drawn 
from everyday life. A and B each borrow 
£1,000 at 3 per cent. A uses his money to 

urchase his farm and pays £30 in interest 
instead of paying £35 in rent and he enjoys 
greater security.

A BIRD-LOVERS’ UNION. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin.—In the course of his lecture on 
“ Bird-watching as a Hobby,” given at the 
Royal Dublin bhas on March 9th, Major’ 
Seigne asked if it would not be possible to 
achieve closer co-operation between all who 
are interested in the general field of bird 
life in Ireland. “Such’ an appeal, coming 
from one who speaks with the authority of 
a sportsman as well as a bird-lover, should, 
I think, go out into the four corners of 
Ireland, because not only is the need for it 
very great, but, judging from personal con- 
tacts with all sorts and conditions of men 
and women, I am convinced that the time 
is ripe for such a union. | 

The growth of interest in birds as a hobby 
has been remarkable. Indeed, it has passed 
beyond the hobby stage, and to nany it has 
become a definite part of their daily life. 
The subject crops up naturally at home or 
afield; it is common to both sexes. A re- 
ference book on birds has its corner in 
library or luggage. Obviously then Major 
Seigne'’s suggested _ gah | together of the 
scattered units, if it can be accomplished, 
should be welcomed. I could give = 
instances of the loss of authority throug 
lack of cohesion. It should be sufficient to 
point out the utter waste of data which 
must occur when there is no central clearing- 
house for observation and reports. Again, 
the question of certain birds being destruc- 
tive to property could be properly weighed. 
The poor, old heron, for instance, asks for 
n fair trial by jury He could get it, and 
be sure of a square deal from such a society 
as Major Seigne suggests. 

Ireland is rich nm bird-life—far richer 
than many suppose. Some are only in- 
‘terested in the rarer species, some only 
from the view-point of breeding stations— 
others in eggs. I think that the collective 
interests of all could be safely housed in a 
central body. There should be no conflict 
of interests. . What is wanted is education 
on sound principles, out of which would 

row a greater love of nature—surely a relief 

rom the hectic and acute problems and divi- 
sions we have to put up with. From the pro- 
ceedings of sucn a union could issue an up- 
to-date book on the birds of Ireland, with 
supplements from time to time, as required, 
by added reports and observations, 

Perhaps, we have fallen a little behind 
our neighbours in. our national outlook on 


bird-life. If so, it is only because our in- 
terests are scattered an can carry -no 
weight. In what better way could the 


questions of close seasons for yame,. protec- 
tion of sanctuaries and nesting sites of rare 
species be ruled upon with authority than 
by a society embracing sportsmen and all 
people interested in natural history? If, as 
a result of closer co-operation, a system of 
elementary teaching in natural history could 
be arranged—as, for instance, a half-hour’s 
nature talk over the wireless in the week's 
rogramme—much good might result. Know- 
edge of the simple facts of nature is sadly 
lacking’ in our young people. ‘ : 

I am writing this because it seemed to me 
that Major Seigne’s appeal did not receive 
the publicity which it deserved. Sooner or 
later some such union will come to pass.

The National Co-ordinating Committee, 
which has been set up to distribute seats

Government, is not meeting with any 
great amount of success in its €-Íorts to 
secure more seafs fcr the followers of Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald and Sir John Simon. 
In South Nottingham the seat is held by 
Mr. Holford Knight, #-Natienal Labour | 
member, but the local Conservative 
association has now in.icated to the Con- 
servative headquarters that it desires a 
change of representation at the end of the 
present Parliament. At Lichfield Mr, 
Lovat Fraser is in a similar position, 
while several other Conservative associa- 
tions are taking action to inform the 
Central Office that thev are not at all 
satisfied with the idea that Conservative 
seats shall be handed to Liberal or Labour 
members. At present the National Labour 
group in the House of Commons consists 
of only thirteen members. It is understood 
that the organisation of the little party 
has made demands for a number of seats 
in the next election, with a view to a con. 
siderable increase in the party. 


Redistribution of Seats. 


In a private member’s bill introduced 
by Mr. Herbert Williams, the Con- 
servative member for South Croydon, 
supported by a number of other Con- 
servatives, and entitled “ Representation 
of the People (Re-distribution of Seats) 
Bill,” proposals are includec for a re- 
distribution of seats at parlamentary 
elections. The bill proposes the estabiish- 
ment of an Electoral Re-distribution (Coin: 
mittee, empowered with the publication of 
a scheme for the re-distribution of seats 
every ten years on the basis of electoral 
streneth. The City of London and uni- 
versities are excluded from the scope of 
the bill, which proposes that a quantum 
shall be obtained by dividing the number 
of registered electors by 650. The number 
of members for every administrative 
county and county borough shall be equal 


to tue number. ascertained by dividing 
their respective number of registered 


electors by the quantum: and a remainder 
exceeding one-half of the quantum’ will 
represent an additional member. . The 
larger areas will then be divided into 
constituencies, returning one member 
apiece. 


A Cross-Channel Air Service. 


The Mayor and six prominent citizens 
of Carlisle had breakfast in London this 
morning, lunch in the Isle of Man, tea 
in Belfast and dinner in Carlisle. They 
chartered an eight-seater air liner, piloted 
by Captain Olley, and left Croydon at 
9.30 a.m. The total distance flown during 
the excursion was 500 miles, including a 
double crossing of the Irish Sea. The 
inclusion of Belfast in this programme is 
interesting, because .a Scottish company 
is to inaugurate a twice daily service be- 
tween London and Belfast early next 
month. Aeroplanes will leave Croydon 
at 8 a.m. and 2 p.m., and Belfast will be 
reached at 1.15 p.m. and 7.3 p.m., alter 
a five hours’ journey from London. An- 
other service will be a daily crossing be 
tween Glasgow and Belfast, which will 
occupy 2 hours 40 minutes. 


Aeroplane Clubs. 


Reports from several continental coun- 
tries concerning plans for the training of 
great numbers of aeroplane pilots cannot 
be ignored by the British Government, 
and it is evident that steps must be taken 
to provide greater training facilities in 
this country. There are thirty-five light 
aeroplane clubs in different parts of the 
country, which receive Government subsi- 
dies, and the Air Ministry is expected to 
make an early announcement with a view 
to encouraging the formation of new 
clubs. The intention is to promote light 
aeroplane clubs in several areas where 
there are no facilities for private Hving 
instruction at present. ‘This plan 1s 
deemed preferable to an increase in the 
subsidies paid to the clubs now estab- 
lished. 


Waterloo Bridge. 


With the coming into existence of thie 
new London County Council it is under- 
stood that the tamous Waterloo Bridge 
may be demolished, and replaced with a 
new building of equal beauty, but more 
in sympathy with the modern surround- 
ings on the north side of the river.

‘Never has any Government,” began 
Chancellor Hitler, “ succeeded to a worse 
inheritance than ours a year ago. Step 
by step Germany was approaching the 
abyss; farmers were doomed, the middle 
class ruined. and, above all, six million 
Germans were unemployed.”’ 

_Having dealt with the work of the poli- 

tical parties during the period from 1916 
to 1935, Hitler went on to declare that 
business and industry would be freed of 
“theories ” and hampering legislation. 
and every ‘“‘decent’’ buginess man or in- 
dustrialist would be encouraged. The 
Government, however, would never again 
hand out presents to industry. Govern- 
ment aid would be extended only to en- 
courage productivity. 


MARRIAGE LOANS, 


“- Let the indolent, dishonest and unin- 
telligent industrialist or business man 
perish. We don’t care. We are determined 
to solve the unemployment problem be- 
cause it simply must be solved. This, 
however, can only be done with the sup- 
port of the people. The Government 
alone cannot work miracles.”’ 

It is the Government's intention, 
Hitler said, to secure the marriage of at 
least 500,000 girls this year. About 150 
million marks (£12,000,000) would be ap- 
propriated for such matrimonial loans. 

e further declared that 2£46,500,000 
would be spent on motor car roads and 
other building cperations, while another 
£24,000,000 would be given in taxation 
loan certificates. 

Hitler reiterated the Government's 
determination to keep the reichsmark at 
its present parity, and said that all current 
expenditure for the big campaign against 
unemploy:rent would be taken from the 
ordinary Budget, while the cost for per- 
manent investment will later be financed 
by means of loans. 

In a speech introductory to Hitler's, 
Dr. Goebbels, Minister for Propaganda, 
declared that Germany stands in the fore- 
front of nations fighting unemployment. 

Germany leads all nations in fighting 
the world crisis. The means and methods 
employed by us are being increasingly 
imitated by the world. 

Dr. Goebbels claimed that 2,700,000 un- 
employed had been given work during the 
past year, and concluded his speech with 
a panegyric of Herr Hitler, to whom, he 
said, Germany owed everything.

CONFIDENCE RESTORED 
BY TROOPS.

The presence of troops at Chittagong 
and Midnapore has resulted in a remark- 
able improvement in the terrorist situa- 
tion, according to Sir Harry Haig, home 
member, in the Assembly to-day. 

Their presence, he said, had restored a 
spirit of confidence among the people. The 
Government, continued Sir Harry, was en- 
deavouring to make the terrorists realise 
that force would not succeed. Hence the 
justification of the policy of keeping some 
young men under restraint. 

There was no question, he said, of killing 
ideas of patriotism. 

Mr. Mitra declared that Bengal had no 
monopoly of patriotism, but it had no in- 
tention of encouraging violence. 

Sir Harry stressed that the Govern-

THE DERELICT 
AREAS.

The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day :—There should be a Director of 
Operations against the derelict areas. The 
holder of the office should be untrammelled 
by departmental limitations, and—if not 
himself a Minister—should be responsible 
directly to the Cabinet. 

The false hope of industrial revival in 
the derelict areas is injurious to the 
welfare of the inhabitants. It discourages 
movement outwards; migration must be 
stimulated, not retarded, The possibilities 
of starting new industries—quite small, 
perhaps—to meet local requirements and 
of training in the handicrafts that are 
generally classified as rural industries 
should be fully ascertained, and there 
have been a number of other suggestions 
and interrogations in these articles (in 
The Times) that merit careful considera- 
tion. In particular, is there not some 
additional contribution which the land 
can make to the easing of the situation ? 
Allotments have been a great boon to scores 
of thousands of the workless, and even 
many break-downs do not discredit this 
means of contributing to the general 
welfare. The land can probably help 
more than it has yet been asked 
to do. Two years ago the indus- 
trial survey of the north-east coast 
suggested that that area is capable of 
supplying a larger proportion of its 
requirements of butter, eggs and bacon. 
It has been nobody’s business to follow up 
that and other suggestions. Things have 
been allowed far too much to take an un- 
hindered course from bad to worse. 

Again and again the investigator in the 
derelict districts is made aware of the 
lack of initiative and spontaneous effort. 
There is numbness and half-despairing. 
half-hopeful and egy 7 50 resentful 

The direction which the areas 
lack must be supplied from outside. The 
derelict areas must be cleaned up, and the 
dependent populations which, for a 
shorter or longer time remain in them, 
must be given occupations—meeting each 
othér’s wants, it may be, in the require- 
ments of the home and of the table, Up 
to now the task before the nation has not 
been measured in its exact nature or 
extent. Let it be measured without

TWO CHARGES. 


THREE COUNTS STRUCK 
OUT. -

B: a majority decision of the High 
Court, sitting in Dublin yesterday, 
General Eoin O'Duffy may be tried by the 
Military Tribunal on two only of the five 
charges brought against him. ' 

The Military Tribunal, by a unanimous 
decision of the Court, are prohibited from 
hearing the major charges, and the hear- 
ing of the minor charges must be preceded 
by certain legal formalities. 

The charges which were originally 
brought against General O'Duffy were :— 
Being a member of the Young Ireland 
Association; being a member of the 
National Guard; sedition; incitement to 
murder Mr. de Valera; attempted incite- 
ment to murder Mr. de Valera. 

By the judgment of Mr. Justice Sullivan, 
Mr. Justice O’Byrne and Mr. Justice 
Hanna, the Military Tribunal are pro- 
hibited from hearing the three latter 
charges 

Mr. Justice Hanna held that it was not 
within the province of the Military 
Tribunal to try any of the charges under 
the circumstances set forth in the affidavits 
and pleadings. . 


MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN. 


Mr. Justice Sullivan, in giving judg 
ment, held that the Military Tribunal! 
was of limited jurisdiction, entitled to try 
only certain cases, and subject to High 
Court control as to the nature of these 
cases. It was not, he said, disputed that 
the Tribunal had extraordinary powers in 
dealing with cases, but it would be an 
absurdity to argue that the Tribunal had 
the right to try cases of every description, 
civil and criminal. He was of the opinion 
that the first two counts were triable by 
the Tribunal, but in the other charges 
the summons on which General O'Duffy 
was cited to appear did not state that a 
Minister’s certificate had issued as was 
required. by the Statute, and, therefore, 
did not show jurisdiction, and the con- 
ditional order prohibiting the Military 
Tribunal from trying them should be made 
absolute. 


MR. JUSTICE HANNA, 


Mr. Justice Hanna, in his judgment, 
endorsed the findings of Mr. Justice 
Sullivan in the major charges. The 
Military Tribunal, he said, though con- 
sisting exclusively of military officers ol 
the Free State Army, was not a Military 
Tribunal under the Constitution, Under 
the Constitution the jurisdiction of mili- 
tary tribunals was not to be exercised 
over the civil population except in time 
of war or armed rebellion, and in accord- 
ance with prescribed regulations as to pro- 
cédure and area of exercise. Martial law 
depended on a state of war or rebellion, 
and the conditions precedent were capable 
of being tested by the Courts of the land; 
but the Act setting up the Military 
Tribunal did not visualise conditions 
which were capable of being so tested, 
and the decision as to whether such a 
tribunal should be erected or not 
lies in the Executive Council 
Government that may be in pov-er, 
‘and, if improperly used, might possibly 
become, like the Star Chamber, an odious 
auxiliary of a tyrannous Administration. 


Mr. Justice Hanna, was that the Legisla- 
ture had in times of peace endowed an un- 
controlled Tribunal, in respect of certain 
offences, with a more extensive armoury 
than martial law exercised in time of war 
or rebellion against enemies of the State ! 
This claim was undoubtedly unprecedented 
and flagrantly extreme, 

The Legislature, even in peace times, 
were entitled to resort to more drastic 
measures than those ordinarily employed, 
but such measures, even though adminis- 
tered by the military, still belong to civil 
law, and should be governed by the same 
principles of constitutional right as when 
the powers of the State are exercised with- 
out armed forces. 

The very fact that the Military Tribunal 
had such wide powers was not an argument 
that its jurisdiction was unlimited, but, 
on the contrary, an argument that its 
jurisdiction must be limited. He held 
that it had no jurisdiction beyond that 
fixed by the Legislature. 

In conclusion, Mr. Justice Hanna held 
that the conditional order prohibiting the 
Military Tribunal’ should be made absolute 
in respect to all the charges. 


LIMITED JURISDICTION, 


Mr. Justice O’ Byrne concurred with Mr. 
Justice Sullivan that the prohibiting order 
should apply only to the three last charges 
against General O’Duffy. He agreed with 
Mr. Justice Hanna and Mr. Justice 
Sullivan that though the Military Tribunal 
had wide powers, its jurisdiction was sub- 
ject to prohibition by the Courts. 

Dealing with the question whether 
an . Executive Minister had issued the 
necessary certificate in the three last 
charges preferred against General O’ Duffy, 
he said that the point was that, having 
regard to the procedure adopted by the 
Attorney-General, the certificate was not 
admissible in evidence in these proceed- 


ings. 
* STARTLING 
CONSEQUENCES.” 


The Attorney-General, continued Mr. 
Justice O’Byrne, contended that whenever 
the Tribunal made an order under its seal 
its jurisdiction could never be challenged, 
and if it purported to dissolve a marriage 
or admit a will: to probate, the Courts 
would be bound to hold that such order 
was made with competent jurisdiction, ‘ I 
am. not satisfied,”’ said Mr. Justice 
O'Byrne, “ that the Legislature ever in- 
tended that the sub-section should have 
such startling and far-reaching conse- 
quences.’’ 

Mr. Justice Sullivan stated that each 
party to the action would bear his own 
costs. 

Mr. Costello, K.C., for General O’ Duffy, 
asked for a stay of execution in case his 
client decided to appeal. 

The Attorney-General said that he would 
not take any step in the matter for one 
week, and that a stay of execution was 
unnecessary.

WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 

C¥ the motion for the second reading 
of the Consolidated Fund Bill Major 
Attlee (Deputy Leader of the Labour 
Opposition) called attention to imperial 
defence, and asked whether the arrange- 
ments made for co-ordinating the national 
defence were the best they could have. At 
the present time, he said, the three 
defence forces were linked together by 
the Cabinet and the Committee of 
Imperial Defence, and the question 
arose whether it would not be better to 
have a Ministry of Defence or some 
other arrangement which would make for 
greater co-ordination. For hundreds of 
years the Navy had been the supreme 
defence force of this country, but the Air 
Force had now become of great import- 
ance, and in considering the balance of 
provision for the various services the 
Government were up against a tremendous 
resistance, builf up by traditions and 
Prostar. There should be a _ division 
tween general policy and departmental 
administration. He would like to see a 
Defence Staff built up from all three 
Services, whose duty it would be to deal 


defence and strategy. 


PREMIER’S STATEMENT. 


The Prime Minister (Mr. -Ramsay Mac- 
donald) said that during the last few vears 
the whole of our means and methods of de- 
fence had been going through a critical 
transition period. One of the great claims 
he made for the present organisation was 
that it was flexible and adaptable. He agreed 
that if we were to get pooled se¢urity the 
whole problem of national and Imperial de- 
fence would be fundamentally changed, but 
that was not yet. Describing the nature of 
the present organisation, he said that finally 
the cabinet was the authority on the policy 
of Imperial defence. 

On the general question of defence policy, 
the problem had to be worked out in re- 
lation to this country as a world-Power. We 
were considering armaments, not against any 
other Power, but in relation to our own 
defensive and protective needs. (Cheers. ) 
That was why we still believed in treaty 
agreements, and proposed to pursue them. 

Referring to air-raid precautions, he said 
that they were not new, having been con- 
sidered by every Government since 1924. 
They were an essential accessory to the ar- 
rangements for home defence. The precau- 
tions were to meet a risk which was very 
remote, but which ought not to be over- 
looked in view of the consequences of neglect. 
It was solely to give confidence to our own 
people that we were taking those precau- 
tions. 

Behind the moulding of the defence forces 
was political policy. The aim of the Govern- 
ment was peace, and peace could be based 
only upon international co-operation, The 
Government were endeavouring to bring all 
possible causes of war within the scope of 
solution by the equity of conciliation, “The 
League of Nations, properly used, was the 
only organ in existence to secure this, and, 
therefore, the Government would do every- 
thing they could to restore and maintain the 
authority of the League. 


MR. CHURCHILI’S VIEW. 

Mr. Churchill said that there seemed to be 
very general agreement in the House that a 
Ministry of Defence should -be our ultimate 
aim in any arrangement which would make 
for efficiency and economy. At the p: .:ent 
moment each of the three Services was pre- 
paring to face—he would not use the wicked 
word potential enemies—potential aggressors. 
(Laughter.) The curious fact was that each 
of the three Services was preparing to defend 
the British Empire against a different 
aggressor. 

The first argument to be adduced for a 
Ministry of Defence was that it would be in 
a better position for dealing with the condi- 
tions of high strategy and imperial policy. A 
second was the rather novel one that all the 
three Services in modern times had a new 
common factor, which they had never really 
had until after the great war. Science and 
invention were sweeping all before them. He 
sincerely hoped that arrangements would be 
made which would ensure that there was no 
repetition of what happened in 1915, 
when the best service and the hest 
material were not made the best use of, owing 
to clashes between the Admiralty and the other 
two Departmenis. Not only in the fighting 
services, but still more in the organisation of 
national industry, in case war should come, 
it seemed to him imperative that there should 
be one view and one control in this country. 

He would like to see the heads of the 
three defence services sitting together, not 
merely as représentatives of the Army or 
Navy or Air service, but with a wider out- 
look, to advise the Government over the 
whole field of national defence. He suggested 
that they should be sworn as members of 
the Privy Council. It would be a great step 
forward in economy and in efficiency. 

Mr. Baldwin promised that the many 
suggestions made during the debate would 
be carefully considered by the Government. 

The Consolidated Fund Bill was read a 
second time.

Te appropriation accounts of the Irish Free State for the year 
1932-33 have just been published, with the report of the 


Auditor-General (Mr. George McGrath) . 


For the year the actual 


expenditure on public services was £25,171 ,243 10s..6d., a saving 
on the year's estimate of £2,997 ,899 9s. 6d. 


The report states that the total expenditure on the Economic

was £2,734 7s. 4d., which was 
the Department of 


External Affairs having the larger portion—namely, £1,213 6s. 4d. 


Of the expenditure incurred in connection with the Eucharistic 
Congress, £2,300 was borne by External Affairs for entertainment, 
and approximately £1,900 by Posts and Telegraphs for additional 


telephone, telegraph and postal facilities. 


Other undetermined 


expenditure was borne by the Office of Public Works, the Army and. 


the Civic Guard. 


CIVIC GUARD PAYMENTS. 


—_ €———— 


The Comptroller has asked for explana- 
tions regarding payments of increases of 
pensions to members of the Civic Guard 
in excess of the maximum, and also the 
payment of fnil pay to officers of the 
Civic Guard for sick leave in excess of 
that normally. allowed. 

The boarding cost per head in the 
preparatory colleges ranged from 6s. 11d. 
per week to 7s. 44d. per week. These 
showed a reduction in all cases. The 
average fee paid by the students was 
£12 11s. 10d. 

The Comptroller notes that a national 
teacher, who had previously had his 
service interrupted for political reasons, 
had been convicted by the Tribunal under 
Section 2a of the Constitution, and has 
inquired whether any disqualification 
imposed 'by that Article had been removed 
by the Executive Council. 


KELP AND CARRAGEEN, 


In connection with wages paid for work 
in kelp development, the Comptroller has 
the following note :-- 

‘In reply to an inquiry, I am informed 
that in an area in which the weekly 
earnings of agricultural labourers 
averaged 22s. 6d., and in which some 
months previously unemployment relief 
expenditure of £641 was undertaken . by 
this Department, it was not possible to 
obtain a lower rate than £1 a day (for 
carters with carts), and that 10s. per dav 
for other workers was not considered 
excessive in view of the hours worked. 

““In another Gaeltacht area rates of 
10s. per man per day for labour, and 10s. 
per day for hire of boat, were stated to 
be the lowest obtainable.”’ 

In connection with carrageen develop- 
ment, the Comptroller remarks :— 

““I noticed a case in which a person 
employed as overseer and paymaster for 
relief work expenditure under the Depart- 
ment at £2 per week was also engaged as 
supervisor of a carrageen station, for 
which he was paid £1 per week. On 24th 
March, 1932, he was appointed to be 
carrageen superintendent for the area at 
£3 per week, and from that date until 
2lst ‘May he was paid in full both as 
overseer of relief work and as carrageen 
superintendent, besides an overlapping 
period of five days, during which, in 
addition, he was paid as supervisor of a 
carrageen station. His employment as 
carrageen superintendent continued until 
17th September, during which time he 
purchased, on behalf of the Department, 
44 tons of kelp, on which he was sub- 
sequently paid commission amounting to 


£8 16s. Od.’’ 


LAND ANNUITY REMISSIONS | 


An instance of how the remission of 


land annuities in last year’s Land Act | 


may affect an Exchequer repayable ad- 


vance to the Land Commission is given in | 


the following paragraph :— 

“In March, 1925, a repayable Exche- 
quer advance of £200,000 was made to the 
Land Commission to finance the payments, 
to the persons entitled thereto, of pay- 
ment in lieu of rent, as required by the 
Land Act, 1923, and of this amount, 
£130,000 remained outstanding in March, 
1933. In reply to an inquiry Í am in- 
formed that under Section 15 (2) of the 
Land Act,. 1933, arrears—over three years 
old—or some £73,000 will fall to be 
written off as irrecoverable; arrears of 
approximately £41,000 will be repaid to 
the Exchequer by means of a funding 
annuity, whilst arrears in respect olf 
estates not yet-vested in the Land Com- 
mission, which will fall to be remitted or 
funded, amount to over £1,300.’’

The Comptroller points 
out that steps should have been taken to 
insure that they were of required stan- 
dard. 

A sum of £260 was expended on the 
reconstruction of quarters for a senior 
oficer who was transferred to  head- 
quarters, though at the time of his 
transfer quarters which had been deco- 
rated and furnished to a standard befitting 
the officer’s rank appeared to be available. 

Receipts for services to aircraft land- 
ing at Baldonnel amounted to £398. No 
decision had yet been made as to the 
accounting in connection with such 
receipts. 


CONTINENTAL MARKETS. 


Under the head of Emergency Fund 
Grant in Aid, for the sérvice of which 
£2 000.000 was voted in August, 1932, Mr. 
McGrath reviews the efforts made to 
advance trade and seek new markets for 
agriculture and manufactured products, 
the grants of bounties, etc. Regarding the 
activities of the Markets Advisory Com- 
mittee, he points out that funds were 
placed at its disposal to enable ‘ trial con- 
signments to be sent to Continentul 
3 These exports included cattle, 
sheep, eggs and poultry. 

‘The gross amount expended to 14th 
July, 1933, and charged against the Emer- 
sency Fund was £8,529 lls. 9d., of which 
amount £4,342 14s. 4d. was expended in 
the period ended 31st March, 1933. Ths 
net receipts to 14th July, 1955, 
after deduction of Continental charges, 
amounted to £7,392 12s. 11d., of which 
sum £3,568 10s. was received by ólst 
March, 1935. 


TWO INSTANCES OF LOSS. 

“ I observed,’’ the Comptroller remarks, 
‘that export bounties were paid to certain 
traders on trial consignments exported on 
behalf of the Markets Advisory Com- 
mittee, and I have inquired as to the 
circumstances in which these payments 
were made and as to the total amount 
paid in bounties on such consignments. Í 
am in. communication with the Accounting 
Officer in connection with the . losses 
incurred on:— 

“ (1) A consignment of live poultry for 
Paris which sold at Antwerp. It 
would appear that the consignment could 
not be admitted into France as licences for 
the importation had not been issued, and

GENERAL O’DUFFY’S OFFER 
IGNORED. - 


Mr. P. J. RUTTLEDGE, Minister for 
Justice, said that in many Continental 
countries exactly the same steps had been 
taken to deal with similar situations. Ii 
was said that the introduction of the blue 
shirt was to secure the preservation of order 
and the right of free speech. Had the intro- 
duction of the blue shirt secured order or 
preserved the right of freedom of speech ? 
There had not been a meeting of which a 
report had been sent to them, or a parade 


- of Blue Shirts in any part of the country, 


at which there had not been disorder. 

Mr. MILROY—Not by the Blue Shirts. 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE quoted from reports 
that ‘‘ the presence of Blne Shirts at meet- 
ings was a source of disorder,” and that 
“while the wearing of blue shirts and the 
use of the Fascist salute continued breaches 
of the peace would take place, despite the 
efiorts of the police to maintain order.” 
oo MILROY—Where are these extracts 
rom ? 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE—They are from police 
information, It had been stated that the 
disorders arose from Hooliganism. Nobody 
could justify interference with the right of 
free speech and the right of free assembly, 
but the preservation of those rights was a 
duty imposed upon the Government, and no 
body of citizens could arrogate to themselves 
that duty, or, in other words, usurp police 
quties. 


GOVERNMENT'S DUTY. 


It was the duty of the Government to 
preserve the rights of citizens, but it was 
also their duty in doing that to see that 
there was no provocative display in the 
country. The Government had done its best 
to preserve freedom of speech. General 
0’ Daffy, now the leader of this movement, 
could testify to the instructions that he had 
received at all times with regard to the 
preservation of peace when he was Com- 
missioner. 

“We have been told,” said the Minister, 
“that this bill is going to be held up. 
General O'Duffy stated that immediately the 
bill was introduced, and Senator Blythe has 
stated it, I think, since. It may be all very 
well of political’ parties to regard certain 
supporters as mere automatons, but I do 
put it to this House that a very serious 
situation may develop in this country, and 
it As because we recognise this possibility 
that t hisbill has been introduced.”’ : 


THE I.R.A.

They could 
argue logically whether in one set of circum- 
stances a cudgel or a baton would be 
justified, and in another set of circumstances 
machine-guns would be justified. 


Mr. McLO UGHLIN—Or bombs. 


CIVIL WAR FEAR. 
Mr. RUTTLEDGE—Yes, or bombs. If 


they wanted to pursue these things to certain 
limits, and if certain happenings resulted 
from these things what were they going to 
develop into but civil war. What could pre- 
vent it? The supporters of the Blue Shirt 
movement were trying to take to themselves 
something that they themselves would not 
tolerate when they were the Government, 

It was the duty of a Government to pre- 
‘serve the right of free speech, and, in order 
to preserve it, they were justified in acting 
on the information they had, that the intro- 
duction of the uniform was an element for 
the creation of disorder. He would like to 
make it clear to the Senate the responsibility 
that rested with each member if the measure 
was rejected. The bill was put before the

Mr. McLOUGHLIN said that there was not 


deal with any national danger. It was not a 
peace preservation bill, but a Fianna Fail 
preservation bill. The Blue Shirt organisation 
was nothing more than organised public 
opinion, which Fianna Fail did not like. 


MOB RULE. 


“ Fianna Fail wants mob rule,” said Mr. 
McLoughlin, ‘‘ anarchy rather than order, 
because it is the child of anarchy itself, and 
it wants to drown the voice of the people, and 
submerge public intelligence in riot and dis- 
order. The Blue Shirt organisation stood up 
against the mob, and that is its offence.” 

The Guards had carried out raids on the 
homes of almost every well-known man con- 
nected with the Blue Shirt organisation, and 
had failed-to find an average of one lethal 
weapon per county or a single document 
which would show that the organisation was 
a menace to the State. If the Government 
of Northern Ireland were to act on a similar 
pores they might ban the wearing of the 
jibernians’ badges and emblems on the 
ground that the Orangemen would be pro- 
voked to disorder. . 

When the bill was being discussed in the 
Dail the President of the Executive Council 
preached a sermon on charity and brotherly 
love. The Peesident was ecandalised at the 
platform speeches of his opponents, which did 
not conform to his standards. Twelve months 
ago the President had confessed in the Dail 
that the supreme pleasure of his-life was to 
administer gall and wormwood to his political 
E CETA The President's idea of Christian 
charity was to have the slandering done by 
proxy wherever it was possible. He, more 
than any other man in politics to-day, had 
put a‘premium on slander, abuse and mis- 
representation. 


AUTOCRATIC POWERS. 


Mr. DOUGLAS said that when the bill 
which proposed to reduce the constitutional 
powers of delay of the te was under dis- 
cussion, Senator Dowdall complimented him 
on a speech setting out the work done by

“ All our talk of freedom,” he said, “is 
an empty sham if we cannot see that it is 
just. as important to the country that our 
opponents should have just as mach free- 
dom of speech and organisation as we 
claimed for ourselves.” Intolerance, espe- 
cially mob intolerance, was the greatest 
enemy of democracy in the world to-day, and 
the bill was a surrender to that intolerance, 
which was unfortunately to be seen in many 
parts of Ireland to-day. 

He was not impressed by the argument 
that certain European States had made the 
wearing of special shirts illegal, because the 
circumstances were quite different. Here 
on had no reason to-fear control from out- 
side. 

The Government asked them to pass a 
bill giving them more autocratic powers, and 
they were to do so to avoid the danger of 
dictatorship. 


DICTATORSHIP. 


The Government might be afraid of a dic- 
tator, but they certainly seemed determined 
to make it easy for a dictator fo s's; if 
ever one did appear. He believed that the 
rinciples underlying the bill were all wrong. 
t was a surrender to intolerance and pre- 
judice. The time had come to try a new 
method in this country. Why not try the 
principles cf freedom for a change? The 
Blue Shirts, of which he was not a mémber, 
had been started to protect and ensure free 
h. . He did not want to see the regi- 
mentation of politics in this country. The 
party opposite, he believed, was strictly dis- 
ciplined and pledgebound, even in that House. 
Since this Government had come into power 
they had had very few amendments from the 
Fianna Fail rank and file. When the late 
Government was in office there were plenty 
of amendments from his side of the House. 
It was not for him to criticise Fianna Fail 
methods—that was for themselves—but he 
hoped Fine Gael and especially the Youth 
movement would not imitate Fianna Fail, 
but would definitely encourage and cultivate 
individual thought and action within their 
party: 


A PARTY MEASURE, 


Major-General Sir WILLIAM 4AICKIE 
said that he felt that they should not tolerate 
private armies, but he thought that this wasa 
party measure formulated not for the safety 
of the State, but for the safety of a party, 
and that was why he would vote against it.

's Continuing, he said that so far as the 
Fianna Fail organisation was concerned, since 
its establishment it had definitely stood out 
on a policy of obliterating the memories of 
the civil war. 


REPUBLICANISM, 


Tt had been argued that the Government 
had been partial in administration and pro- 
tection; that the police forces stood aride

Such was not the case, be- 
‘eaube ‘out of eighty persons arrested by the 
forces of the State sixty-eight belonged to 
one form or other of Republicanism.

Mr. L. O'NEILL said that best he 
had the greatest distaste for the bill intro- 
duced three years ago, and he had the 
greatest distaste for the present measure. He 
was a Government supporter, no matter what 
party was in power. 

Mr. M, COMYN, K.C., complained that 
the Senate, composed of men of substance 
and experience, had on the previous night 
been prepared to disrupt the defence forces of 
the country. . If there was a civil war, he 
added, it would be a social war. 

Colonel MOORE said that all measures 
brought in by the last Government, whether 
coercive or not, had been passed by .the 
Senate of the time.

NO SECRECY. 

' Miss BROWNE said that she had been 
instrumental in organising hundreds of Blue 
Shirts. This bill could not be used against 
the 1.R.A., who could still shoot, burn and 
prevent free speech at meetings, The Blue 
Shirts had rallied all creeds and classes 
together, and there was nothing secret in the 
movement, A large number of young men 
who had been misted and who had joined 
the I.R.A. had now come into the Blue Shirt 
movement. 

Mr. O’DUFFY said that he was satisfied 
that the Blue Shirt movement was a grave 
menace to democracy, 

Mr. QUIRKE said that the Blue Shirt 
movement was undoubtedly a Fascist 
organisation. The bill would he welcomed b 

the. agricultural workers, many of whom ha 

been forced to put on Blue Shirts to keep 
their jobs. 

Mr. JOHNSON said that he was support- 
ing the second reading of the bill because 
in his opinion, with the rise of an organised 
uniformed, disciplined political body, demo- 
cratic rule veased to exist. 


POLITICAL METHODS. 
Mr. BLYTHE said: ‘* We are not going 


to have any civil war nnless the Government 
wills or plans it. ‘The Blue Shirts are 
deipg nothing that will lead to. civil war 
They are unarmed. There is no truth in the 
suggestion that the League of Youth is bein 

organised along military lines. It has politica? 

Most of the 
leaders of the Blue Shirts have been in the 
National Army, and fought to assert the 
principle of majority rule.

ITS PERSONNEL AND

66 F industrial development is to bring in 
full measure the benefits we all desire, 
it is clear that scientific industrial re- 

search must form a definite feature of the 

Government’s programme,” said Mr. Sean 

Lemass (Free State Minister for Industry and 

Commerce), who opened the Industrial Re- 

search Council yesterday morning at Govern- 

ment Buildings, Dublin. 

The cost of research work, he said, would 
in ordinary circumstances be borne to some 
extent at least by industrial enterprise, but 
in the circumstances now existing the Govern- 
ment was taking the initiative and was estab- 
lishing a research organisation; He hoped 
that Irish industrialists would show > 
tion of the importance of the undertaking by 
availing themselves of the’ service thus pro- 
vided for them. 

The Industrial Research Council was in- 
tended to be primarily an advisory body, 
and would, he hoped, work melose collabora- 
tion with his own Department, It was in- 
tended that the Council should, from time 
to time, submit its programme, if so far as 
it might involve expenditure. for his 
approval, and, on the other hand, he would 
reter tc the Council any problem oi. which 
he desirefi to have advice. 


PEAT AND COAL, 


“The Research Gouncil,’’ he said, “ in- 
cludes amcng its members a number who have 
taken an active interest im industrial re- 
search. You will, therefore, be able your- 
selves to suggest a number of problems which 
would be likely to repay  investiga- 
tion.” Among these, he continued, one 
of the most urgent and important 
was that relating to the utilisation of 
peat resources. This was a very big field, 
and various aspects of it had engaged the 
attention of Irish scientists for many years, 
Another qugstion was the methods which 
might be. adopted to secure a more extensive 
utilisation of coal resources, and particularly 
the possibility of the extraction of oil from 
the coal to be found in some of the coal- 
fields in the Irish Free State. 

Mr, Laurence J. Kettle (the Chairman) 
thanked the Minister for attending the first 
meeting. Mr, Lemass, he said, had always 
been very active in developing Irish indus- 
tries, and the fact that he a appointed 
this Council showed that, he thought, it, could 
play a real and useful part in their further 
development. He hoped that the Council 
would have good results, and that, if ita 
work a est results than those 
anticipated, it wou iven a wider sco 
later on. He saggueted that they should 
keep elose to the practical problems of their 
work, and avoid theory as much as possible.

A DUNLEARY 
ACCIDENT. 


—————— 
LIVE ELECTRIC POLE 
ALLEGED. 


(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 


Miss Anges Cregan, Avondale, Sallynoggin 
road, County Dublin, sued the Electricity 
Supply Board for damages for personal 
injuries, which she sustained and for loss of 
business consequent upon the alleged negli- 
gence of the defendants, their servants and 
agents in the management and ccntrol of a 
pole carrying an electric wire at Corr 
avenue, Dunleary, on February 12th, 1952. 

The defendants pleaded the Public Authori- 
ties Protection Act. 

The plaintiff in evidence stated that as she 
was walking down Corrig avenue about 10.20 
in the morning an animal—she did not know 
whether it was & cat or a dog—jumped out 
of a garden and so startled her that she 
struck the side of her head against a pole, 
which was on the inner side of the footpath. 
She felt a keen sensation like “ pins and 
needles” in her head. She was, somehow, 
thrown across to the other side of the road, 
where she fell and broke her arm at the 
wrist. She was taken at once to St, Michael's 
Hospital. Her wrist was in plaster of Paris 
for six weeks, and during that time she felt 
very ill, For four months she was unable to 
carry on her business as a dressmaker, and 
‘she estimated her loss in respect of that at 
£120. Her medical expenses amounted to a 
considerable sum. 

Dr. J. D. Murray, who attended to the 
plaintiff, stated the injury would leave a cer- 
tain degree of deformity in the wrist. 

Mr. Desmond McAteer, electrical engineer, 
stated that he went to Corrig avenue at the 
end of February, 1952, and saw all the poles 
in that road. None of the poles was wired 
in a safe manner. A small amount of current 
would pass through the pole to earth and the 
pole would stay alive. 

Dr, Cecil Robinson, for the defence, stated 
that he believed that three months would 
have been enough to enable the cure of the 
plaintiff to be complete. 

The judge said that it was argued that 
the E.8.B. had no authority to erect a pole 
carrying @ transmission wire on the public 
street. This was relative only to the ques- 
tion of nuisance—a question that was not 
raised on the pleadings. As it was a matter 
of great importance, not only to the E.S. 
Board, but to the public at large, to have 
this matter decided, he thought it would be 
proper to have all the issues between the 
sg decided in one proceeding. Therefore 

e would allow the plaintiff to amend her 
claim to include in it a cause of action 
based on nuisance. He would adjourn the 
case for the purpose of re-arguing by the 
defendants on this issue. The plaintiff re- 
ceived a severe shock and injury, but she 
had not discharged the onus of proving 
negligence. If he were to give her a decree 
it would be for £150.

Fa music lovers an outstanding feature 


in this month's new records by the 
Columbia Company is their issue of 
Mozart’s “Jupiter' Symphony, recorded by 
the London Phitharmonic Orchestra, under 


the baton of Sir Thomas Beecham, who is ' 


acknowledged the world’s greatest iter- 
preter of Mozart. Issued in four double-sided 
twelve-inch records, it is & magnificent piece 
of work, and one is lost in admiration at the 
manner in which the instruments respond to 
the guiding genius of the conductor. 

In the Collector's list particular interest 13 
attaching to the recording ef the Schubert 
Quartet in A minor by the Kolisch Quartet. 
These are the first records by this combina- 
tion, and they prove a very accomplished 
group of players. An interesting point about 
them is that, the leader Kolisch is a left- 
handed player. They made a great impres- 
sion during the past season in London, and, 
as one can gather from this work, they have 
all the attributes of a really great quartet. 

Also in the Collector's list are a couple of 
excellent records by Samuel Dushkin (violin) 
and Igor Stravindk$ (piano). In duo con: 
certant for violin and piano, they are heard to 
excellent effect in a work which Stravinsky 
composed and dedicated to Dushkin, and 
which they played at last year’s '' Prom. 
concerts in London. It is brilliantly played. 

A record which will meet with approval 
also in Columbia’s iist is that in which 
Rudolph and Millicent Dolmetsch play the 
Handel “' Passacaille in G minor ” and Bach’s 
Sonata in G (No. 1) on an old harpsichord, 
and an eighteenth century Viola da Gamba— 
an actual old Cremona, believed to be the 
only one of its kind now in existence, There 
is a rare old-world charm about the: instru- 
ments. 

Something new in the way of orchestral 
records are heard in the Crazy overtures 
played by the orchestra of Novelty Pren- 
tices conducted by Charles Prentice. The 
overtures of ‘‘ Poet and Peasant ' and 
““ Raymond '' are treated in such manner as 
to suggest that they are crazy. 

Another: novel feature is the issue of the 
first of a series of Classics in Cameo by 
Debroy Somers and his band, augmented for 
the purpose. Their first offering is 
, EE cearn Pianoforte Concerto No. 1 
in B flat minor, with Arthur Sandford 
coming through brilliantly in the piano part. 
The classics in this tabloid form will, no 
doubt, make appeal to a wide circle. 

Other attractive orchestral offerings of 
serious music are recordings by the Bohe- 
mians of Bohemian Polka from Schwanda, 
and the (Circus March from Smetana’s 
“ Bartered Bride” and the Colombo 
Tziganes in a ‘Tzigane Night at the 
Hungaria, in which are heard a number of 
delightful Hungarian airs. 

Pianoforte records are still very popular, 
and this month Carroll Gibbons and John 
W. Green produce yet another pleasing re- 
cord in their playing of '' Everything yee 
is yours ’’—that song from the film, ‘‘Danc- 
ing Lady,’ which is all the rage just now. 
On the reverse side is an equally popular 
song, '“ You're such a comfort to me.” 

This same pair of pianists are heard to 
splendid effect supporting Jack Buchanan 
and Wise Randolph in a new record pre- 
sentation of ' Mr. Whittington.” 


RECORD BY PLUNKET 
GREENE. 


Tt is splendid to find amongst the Columbia 
records for the month a new ten-inch issue 
in which Plunket Greene is heard singing 
with that clarity of diction and gift of 
interpretation which established him as the 
great master of song interpretation two such 
delightful songs as ' The Garden Where the 
Praties Grow” (an old Irish tune) and 
““ Poor Old Horse,' an arrangement by Cecil 
Sharp of an old English folk song. That 
fine basso, Malcolm McEachern, comes 
tgrough splendidly in two new songs, “ Up 
From Somerset’’ and ' Devonshire Cream 
and Cider.’’ In the latter he produces some 
phenomenal low notes—rich, deep, rumbling 
tones. Then there is the sweet-voice tenor, 
Heddle Nash, in two old world songs,. 
“ Mary ”’ and “‘ To Mary,’’ both sung with 
lovely appeal. In a different strain is the 
record in which Mr. Flotsam and Mr. Jetsam 
are heard. On the one side they are heard. 
singing '“ Bats in the Belfry’ against the 
background of Chopin’s Study in G flat, 
Op. 10. It is amazingly clever, but to the 
music lover will sound almost vandalism, On 
the opposite they are heard in the humorous 
““ Pipe and Cigarette.”’ 

Lys Gauty, the French cabaret star, sings 
very attractively the new French hit, “ Le 
Chaland qui Passe,’’ which promises to rival 
in its popularity ' Parlez-moi d’amour.”’ On 
the reverse side is ‘‘J’aime tes Grands 
Yeux,’ sung with splendid artistry. 

Layton and Johnstone have a number of 
new records, includiwg '' Dog-gone I’ve done 
it,” “‘Play to Me, Gipsy,’’ ‘‘So Shy,”

others, all sung in the best style of these 
clever duettists. 

On the humorous side there is a clever 
sketch by Clapham and Dwyer, who have.

They had all pleaded 
“not guilty "” to ten counts in an indictment 
in connection with a night attack upon a 
party of men drilling, while unarmed, by 
other men who fired from the darkness. The 
incident occurred on 2ist September, 1933, at 
a cross-roads near Dingle. 

The trial before the Tribunal, which sat 
at Collins Barracks, Dublin, occupied yester- 
a and the previous 

r. Martin Maguire, K.C., and Mr. Kevin 
Haugh appeared to prosecute for the Attor- 
néy-General (instructed by Mr, J. 8. O’Con- 
nor); Mr. John Farrell defended (instructed 
by Mr. J. D. O'Connell, Tralee). 

Mr. Kevin Haugh, in the concluding speech 
for the prosecution yesterday, said that it 
was only by a miraculous dispensation of 
Providence that the rifle bullet which had 
struck Martin Fitzgerald near a vital part of 
his body, had not inflicted fatal injuries, and 
the four prisoners might now be facing the 
dread consequences of conviction on a murder- 
charge. The prisoners, when arrested, stated 
that they were soldiers of the Irish Republi- 
can Army, and had refused to give an 
account of their movements, even thou h 
they knew they were being charged with 
attempted murder. The Court had, with 
that, to consider -that Fitzgerald and his 
associates belonged to an organisation very, 
very much opposed to the Irish Republican 
Army. 

“The simple fact that the prisoners said 
they belonged to the Irish Republican Army | 
does not, of course, attach guilt to them,”’ 
said Mr. Haugh. ‘‘ There are many other 
such persons in the country who might have 
been participants in the affair that night. It 
shows a motive in this case, however, that is 
beyond all doubt.”’ 

ounsel said that O'Connor and Devane, 
who lived in Dingle, were shown by abundant 
evidence to have been in the district on the 
night of 21st September, 1933. Collins and 
Myles, who lived ordinarily in Tralee, 21 
miles away, were in Dingle for a week or 
fortnight Mis the shooting. When ar. 
rested in a house in Dingle they said they 
were there to learn Irish. Counsel a, Airí “1 
that on the night of the 21st September the 
four were together, inspired by the motive of 

reventing continuance of the meeting of the 
National uard that night. ' 


NO RIFLE FOUND. 


It was true that at no time had a rifle 
or ammunition been proved to have been in 
the possession of any one of the prisoners: 
there was nothing found of this nature, on 
arrest or subsequently. If the prisoners had 
been responsible for shooting at Fitzgerald 
and his associates they would have taken 
great care to hide their weapons. 

“ The Warasa of concealing weapons 
in the country around Dingle are unlimited,”’ 
said counsel. There was direct evidence to 
connect Devane, O'Connor and Myles with 
the crime; for Fitzgerald recognised these 
three, when he flashed his lamp in the 
direction of the three men ray ey abreast 
on the roadway near him after they had come 
from where they first fired, behind a fence. 
In his first statement to the Guards, Fitz- 
gerald did not say he had identified these 
men, but the explanation was quite accept- 
able that he feared it might later result in 
other attempts on his life, and it was only 
as a result of some conversation he had wit 
a priest that he disclosed the names of the 
three persons, who were well known to him. 

Mr. John Farrell said that it was on his 
advice that the defence had not produced five 
witnesses they had present from Kerry. The: 
reason he adopted that attitude was that the 
evidence that might have been given by 
these witnesses was, in fact, given by Fitz- 

erald in cross-examination. A great point 
had been made about the wet condition of 
the boots and Sc An some of the accused, 
but no attempt had made by the prose- 
cution to prove how the clothing got into 
that condition. .‘‘ The motive in this case, 
said counsel, “ is entirely too remote.” 

There were probably some hundreds of 
LR.A. men in Kerry, and it had been sug- 
gested that the only people who were likely’ 
to do this particular shooting were the I.R.A. 
He thought there was a great deal in that, 
but it was not a question of inference that 
the Court had to decide—it was a question 
of proof. Collins’ own statement on that 

int showed that he at that time shared the 
view that the I.R.A. would be blamed, and 
that he expected to be arrested. 


ONLY ONE CARTRIDGE. 


He asked the Court to hold that there was 
no possible motive, and that the charges 
must fail. The only direst evidence in the 
case was the purported identification of 
Devane, Myles and O'Connor by Fitzgerald, 
and the rest of the case depended entirely on 
circumstantial evidence. e case that he 
(counsel) had to meet appeared simply to be 
that Fitzgerald was unfortunately wounded 
on that night, and that when the last or one 
of the shots was being fired he flashed a 
lamp, which showed him three men kneeling 
on the road 63 feet away. His evidence 
before that had gone to show that there had 
been from 16 to 20 shots fired, and that 
eight or ten of these were fired by the three 
men kneeling on the road. Only one dis- 
charged cartridge was found on the road. 
The. fashlamp produced on the previous day 
was guite obviously the ordinary type that 
one could buy—the battery for 6d. and the 
case for 6d. The Court, in their experience, 
would know that a lamp to throw a light 
63ft. would have to be a lamp either driven 
by a motor or carrying such a battery as 
would require a man to carry it on his 
shoulder or strapped on his back. “If I 
thought,” said counsel, “' that the slightest 
doubt could arise on that point, I would have 
asked permission to have aa expert witness 
here to-day.” He said that, even if they all 
believed the men to be guilty, there was no 
evidence to show, in fact, that they were 
guilty. In such circumstances, they should 
get the benefit of the doubt. | 

This concluded the hearing, and subse- 
guently sentence was announced as stated.

The manure should 
at rate of 1 cwt. per statute acre during the 
first week of April and the braird harrowed 
lightly afterwards.

During the past year it was found neces- 
sary to duplicate the manufacturing capacity 
of the firm’s ice cream plant, and for this 
purpose the very latest type of American 
machine was installed—the Vogt Instant 
Freezer. This is regarded as the best ice 
cream machine upon the market. Owing to 
the widespread use of electricity consequent 
on the Shannon Power scheme, the distribu- 
tion of cream ices such as those made at 
Hazelbrook has been greatly facilitated. It 
has made possible the successful use cf 
storage cabinets for ice cream, of which 280 
have been distributed all over the country 
from Letterkenny to Skibbereen. In addition, 
large quantities of H.B. cream ices are sup 

lied to hotels, restaurants and cafés in 
Dublin and elsewhere.

EED = oats should be dressed with 
S a fungicide prior to sowing to 
prevent the appearance ol seed- 
borne diseases, such as smut and _ leat- 
stripe. Experiments have shown that 
treatment with these dusts encourages thicker 
brairds and leads in many cases to increased 
yields. From 5 to 8 ounces of the fungicide 
should be thorough! 
of seed in a disused end-over-end churn or 
other suitable container. As these dusts are 
‘poisonous, the materials themselves and the 
ressed grain should be handled with care, 
and sacks in which’ treated grain is stored 
should not be used later for meals or other 
foods intended for stock feeding. Precautions 
should also be taken to prevent the material 
being inhaled by persons employed in dressing 
the seed. If mixing is done in a close house 
a gas mask or damp handkerchief should 
‘be worn. As seed oats dressed with these 
fungicides usually produce thicker brairds,

quate ventilation in the incubator room and 
by lack of sufficient moisture during ineu- 
bation. A ventilator of the “ hit-and-miss”’ 
type placed low down in the wall of the 


venient means of improving the ventilation 
arrangements. Additional moisture can be 
conveniently provided by placing a _ tray 
containing peat moss on the floor underneath 
the incubator and keeping the peat moss well 
moistened with hot water during the later 
stages of incubation. 


Feeding. 

The feeding and management of 
chickens call for special attention 
feeding is of primary 
and strict attention should be paid 
to the quality of the ingredients 
to be used in the meal and grain mixtures. 
The foods should be only of the best quality, 
fresh and free from mustiness, and always 
placed before the birds in a fresh, clean and 
palatable condition.

Overcrowding should be rigidly guarded 
against, as it is, perhaps, the most common 
cause of general unthriftiness and _ losses 
among chickens during the rearing stages. 
Adequate accommodation should, therefore, 
be provided in hovers, brooders and rearing 
houses. It is a good plan to place only 100 
chicks in a hover or brooder of 150 ‘chick 
capacity. 
foot of floor space to evefv two chickens in 
the rearing house will provide ample accom- 
modation. 

While efficient ventilation of the houses is 
essential, floor draughts must be prevented, 
as these are frequently the cause of chills. 
A barrier of straw placed around the hover 
serves the double purpose of protection 
from floor draughts and the prevention of 
the young chickens from wandering too far 
from the source of heat during the very 
early stages. : 
growing chickens should never be over- 
looked. Windows or shutters should be left 
open whenever the weather conditions

QLUME 33 of the Kerry Cattle Herd 
V Book, published by the Royal Dublin 
Society, contains a lot of very useful 
information concerning this hardy mountain 
breed of cattle. The milking capabilities of 
the Kerry cow have been demonstrated by 
records kept in connection with the Kerry 
cattle improvement scheme framed by the 
Department of Agriculture. Under this 
scheme, several cows were found to be giving 
from 1,045 to 1,456 gallons of milk, with a 
butter-fat test ranging from 3.46 to 5.29 per 
cent.

In feeding trials carried out by Agricultural 
Instructors in Ireland, and by other experts 
in Canada; the United States of America and 
on the Continent, the results favoured the 
use of barley meal. At the Clonakilty Agri- 
cultural School it was found that pigs can 
be fed successfully on a ration. consisting 
of barley meal and skim milk alone. 

Hitherto, poultry in many parts of the 
country have been fed to an undue extent 
on maize. Owing to the small supply of 
barley meal available, and its popularity 
for ptz-feeding, however, its value as a 
poultry food has not received such ' pro- 
minence as in Europe and America. | 

The principal use of barley meal in poultry 
feeding is as a fattening food, for which 
purpose it may form the whole mash, and, 
if fed with sour milk, will give good results.
